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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
U.S. Patent 7,150,823 teaches a method of removing aluminum from a hydrocarbon feed, 
but the Patent does not teach or suggest a step of passing a Fischer-Tropsch feed stream 
containing 5 ppm or more of aluminum having an effective diameter of less than about 1 micron 
into reaction zone operated up-flow mode with an aluminum active catalyst in a guard-bed under 
aluminum activating conditions to form a feed mixture comprising aluminum-containing 
particles having an effective diameter of more than 1 micron and passing the feed stream mixture 
through a second particulate removing zone to produce a Fischer-Tropsch product containing 
less than about 5 ppm total aluminum.
